POLITICAL. 

McNutt's bin providing for the elec- 
trocution of persons condemned to 
death in Kentucky was passed by the 
Senate. 

Every republican member of the 
West Virginia Legislature has joined 
the Taft Club which was organized at 
Charleston. 

The first Philippine Legislature, aft- 
er a short session, has adjourned. It 
paxsed only one bill and the governor 
general vetoed that. 

The Senate passed the bill providing 
for the participation by the United 
States in the Alaska- Yukon Exposition 
at Seattle, Wash., in 1909. 

There was a split in the Florida State 
republican convention at St. Augustine. 
Taft and anti-Taft delegates were 
elected by the opposing fuctiona. 

The Indiana Democratic State Com- 
mittee, at a meeting in Indianapolis, 
derided that a State convention will be 
held at Indianapolis March 25 and 26. 

Representative Ken Jonnaon, of Ken- 
tucky, made his maiden speech in the 
House, devoting his remarks to some 
criticisms of the president's recent mes- 
sage. 

The Fairbanks men at Frankfort 
claim that a poll of the Republican 
members of the Legislature shows a 
majority of 21 in favor of the Vice 
President as the Republican nominee 
for President. 

A cut of nearly $9,000,000 in the army 
appropriation bill is the net result of 
weeks of consideration of that measure 
by the House Committee on Military 
Affairs, which concluded its delibera- 
tions and agreed to report the bill. 

Gov Noel sent a message to the Mis- 
sissippi Legislature suggesting the en- 
actment of a tw# cent mileage law with 
a proviso that the Railroad Commis- 
sion! may increase the rate if it is shown 
that the two-cent fare is unprofitable.

Hitchcock will he succeeded as First 
Assistant Postmaster General by 
Charles P. Grandlicld, chief clerk in the 
office of the First Assistant. 

In a speech in the Senate Senator 
Culiicrson declared that the Secretary 
of the Treasury, by his report to the 
Senate, had raised an issue of fact as 
to whether national hanks in New York 
used the $78,000,(100 of public money 
dejiosifed with them for speculative 
pur|Mises, or whether the money wns 
used to meet the demands of outside 
banka for reserve purpose*.
